ARTICLE IV. 
OFFICERS. 

The officers of the league shall be a pres- 
ident, two vice-presidents, a secretary and 
a treasurer. Their duties shall be such as 
usually pertain to their respective. offices, 
and tuey shall serve without compensation. 


ARTICLE V. 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The control of the affairs of the League 
shall be veted in an executive committee of 
11 members. consisting of the officers and 
six other members of the League; they shall 
the annual meeting. Six 
members of the committee shall constitute 


a quorum. 
ARTICLE VI. 
DUTIES OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
It shall be the duty of the executive com- 
mittee, first, to provide for the raising 
of funds to defray the necessary and legi- 
timate expenses of the League; second, to 
provide a-suitable office for the League and 
a place of meeting for the League and for 
the executive committee; third, to fill all 
vacancies in office; fourth, to appoint such 
standing and select committecs as may 
from time to time be found necessary; fifth, 
and genérally, to employ such means, agen- 
cies and agents as may be deemed best to 
promote the interests of this League and to 
advance the objects for which it was orga- 
nized. The executive committee is author- 
ized to adopt such rules as it shall deen. 
necessary for its own government, and to 
call special meetings of the League when 


necessary. 
ARTICLE VII 

ANNUAL MEE'IING. 

The annual meeting of the League shall 

he held in the month of May, and at such 

time and place as shall be appointed by the 


executive committee. 
ARTICLE VIII. 


This constitution may be amended on 
motion of the executive committee at any 
meeting of the League, notice of the pro- 
posed amendment having been previously 
given to members.

WEST POINT, N. Y., June 12.—The cen- 
tennial celebration of the West Point Mili- 
tary Academy was ended today with the 
presentation of diplomas to the graduating 
class.

Before 
the sun sets tomorrow evening a small city, 
containing 500 wooden houses, will be built 
on this site. The city will be built in one 
day. 

The project is one of the most novel which 
hus ever been aciemMpicu i luis slate. Cus- 
ter, that is to be, 18 seven miles from 
Westcliffe, near the Bassick mine, and the 
promoters of the entergrise hit updn the 
novel method of giving their town a boom 
at the start. It is the first attempt in the 
(Inited States to use modern metnods of 
building on a small scale, 

Material has been shipped in from fac- 
tories in this state, and In the East whole 
sections of wooden walls, beams, joists and 
roofs in two pieces, were prepared from 
carefully a p.ans and exact speci 
cations, made like the pieces of Solo- 
mon's temple to fit each inio the other so 
that the building of the houses will be 


merely a matter of fitting the pieces to- |. 


gether and driving a few spikes. Eacn 
piece of each buiiding is numbered and 
laid in order near ihe site it is to occupy 
in such a way that it can be handled with 
the least deiay. ‘The sites have all becs 
cleared and leveled. 

The largest of the houses, the boarding 
house, is two stories high. There are shops 
for barbers, bakers and merchants. wno 
are now on the ground with their stocks, 
selling under ten.s. Two thousand men, it 
is understood, have been engaged to do the 
work of building the town, in addition to 
the settlers, prospectors and miners already 
on the ground. he town is to be named in 
honor of Gen. Custer, and appropriate ex = r- 
cises will be held at -he christening, which 
is to take place this afternoon. The widow 
of Gen. Custer will attend. Gov. Orman 
and his staff and a party of Easteners left 
tonight to see the modern miracie.

DROWNING. 


WERE IN A WHIRLPOOL 


James Carr Attempted to Water Horse 
in River and Was Carried Into 
Current. 


James A. Carr of 101 South Fourteenth 
street and Hugo Vesper, a boy, living at 
2505 Walnut street, floated helplessly in the 
swift current of the Mississippi river 
Wednesday afternoon and swung for five 
minutes in the whirlpool made by the 
Gratiot street sewer before aid reached 
them. 

W. lL. Kiser, 306 Miller street, pulled the 
man and boy into a skiff when they were 
half strangled and altogether héipless. The 
two had drifted 60 feet and had gone down 
ence to the bed of the river. 

Carr is a driver for the Pacific Express 
Co., and Vesper is his wagon boy, a lad, 14 
years old. 

Wednesday afternoon they drove to the 
river brink a hundred feet above the mouth 
of the Gratiot street sewer to give the horse 
attached to their wagon a drink. 

The animal, frightened by a passing en- 
giné, bolted out into the river. He lost his 
footing in deep water, and the current car- 
ried man, boy and wagon out toward mid- 
stream. 

Carr and Vesper stood on the wagonseat 
until the water reached their knecs. Then 
they jumped, Carr holding the boy in his 
arm. As the cold water encircied them ths 
frightened lad wrapped both arms about 
Carr and together they sank. 

The river at that point is 30 feet deep, 
and they must have touched bottom, for 
Carr’s shoes filled with sand. 

The buoyancy of théir bodies carried them 
to the surface, each choking and power- 
less. 

They floated 50 feet and struck the whirl- 
pool formed in the river by the waters 
from the sewer. Here they twirled around 
and around, like a chip, and as impotent. 
Holding each other in close embrace there 
was no possibility of aiding themselves. 

They were sinking again when Kiser 
reached them with a skiff and held a pike- 
staff to Carr. Carr grasped the tron hook 
and held on though it cut his hand cruelly. 
He held on till he was able to pass Vesper 
to the boat and then climbed in himeelf.

at war over an agreemeni entered into sev- 
eral months ago between the book publish- 
ers for the purpose of forcing booksellers to 
maintain a fixed net price on all works 
other than fiction. 

This As already having a serious effect on 
the many libraries throughout the country 
which depend on stipula.ed appropriations 
for funds with which to keep their shelves 
fresh with the current pubiications, 


Hiller C. Wellman, librarian at Spring- 
field, has been engaged for mon‘hs in ght 
ing the obnoxious arrangement and th: ou,h 
the State Association of Librarians has be- 
gun a movemen. which will culm:nate in a 
national association meeting this month. 

The publishers’ association, which is com- 
monly designated by librarians as a trust. 
now forces libraries to pay for four bu ks 
what under the old arrangement of 4.s8- 
counts they paid for five. 

he agreement was made because it was 
deciared the depar ment stores were ‘kil: 
ing’’ the regular book stores. Under the old 
arrangement books were a ways list:d at a 
figure from which one-fourth off was al- 
lowed every retail purchaser. while to h- 
brariés a discount of one-third was given. 

Thus a book listed at $1.50 was sold at re- 
tail for $1.17 to $1.20, and to libraries for $1. 
To remedy the trade conditions whch it 
was said resulted the leading publishe s 
entered into an agreement that all bo ks 
other than works of fiction shall be sold a’ 
a net price to the dealers, who are bound by 
an agreement to sell for the list pr'c» to or- 
dinary purchasers.-from which they may 
allow a discount of 10 per cent to libraries 

The books have therefore been marked at 
a lower list price—a $1.50 book, say, a $1.20, 
the 10 per cent discount to the iibrary mak- 
Ing the cos $1.08. This additional! 8 cents 
means a considerable additional outlay by 
the library.

The spotter guides the peggar to his post, 
and then, at a convenient distance, con- 
tinues to watch him narrowly all day long. 
Not a coin is given to the beggar but is ob- 
served and caretuily noted vy the spotter. 
At the end of the day’s work the beggar is 
carefully searched to find if he has secietea 
any coins about his clothes unobserved by 
ine spyepler. The money received for the 
day's work is then divided into three parts; 


one part is kept by tue beggar, the second |% 


by the agent, while the third goes to com- 
pensate the trust for all its trouble in set- 
iting the beggar up in business. 

There is practicaliy no end to the types 
of beggars and to their means of decep- 
tion. ‘There are at present nine policemen, 
each a specialist in his line, who are se. 
to watch these vagrants. The policemen 
are detailed for the service from the judi- 
cial courts. It requires a very intelligent 
and alert man to keep up with the various 
tricks of the beggar's trade. 

There are about nalf a dozen conventional 
types of beggars in New York. 

The most recent type to tmpose on pub- 
lic sympathy is the man, usually comfort- 
ably dressed, who may be seen ostenta- 
tiously eating dry bread which he picks up 
in the street. This is a ruse which rarely 
fails to bring alms from the most sophisti- 
eated. The trick is a very simple one. Tho 
beggar first distributes crusts of hard bread 
along the gutter, and then, when a crowd 
is passing. rushes out, picks up one of the 
crusts and begins to eat it ravenously. 
After he has collected a dollar or two from 
a sympathetic crowd, he drops the bread 
where he picked it up and awaits another 
crowd.

Strikes of the Caswell Brothers Have 
Made Them Millionaires—Sixty

to $500,000 Each. 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, June 4/—F ive 
thousand men are struggling over snow 30 
feet deep in an effort to reach Thunder 
moumain, the new Eldorado that promises 
to eclipse the gold fields of Cripple Creek 
and the Klondike. Word from Salmon City, 
received by courier, is to the effect that the 
trails into the mountains are lined with 
prospectors who, having lived for weeks in 
adobes built under the snow waiting for 
the trails to open and for the construc- 
tion of bridges across the hundreds of deep 
streams in the road up the big hills, are 
now working itn toward the summit of 
Thunder mountain, braving death in their 
fight for riches. 

The undertaking is a dangerous one, as 


all the travel must be made by night. In 
the daytime the sun melts the top of the 
snow and the prospectors must wait until 
night when the crust hardens and the jour- 
ney can be resumed. Five cases have al- 
ready been reported of men who stepped 
on the thin crust and immediately sank 
out of sight. Their bodies will probablv

power. 

Sugasta is far advanced in years, and 
will not long consent to continue in office. 
His most likely successor in the leadership 
of Spanish dynastic liberals is Senor Moret. 
The latter sustains close relations with’! 
French statesmen and financiers, whose in- 
terest is certainly not to antagonize the 
Russian program. 

At all events, judging from the tone of 
an important section of the Spanish press, 
there are prominent statesmen in both 
the principal monarchial parties who are 
ready to hear what Russia has to say. 

Britain is vitally interested in the Fran- 
co-Russian scheme. Any event or series of 
events tending to a union of Spain with the 


dual alliance closely concerns the power 
which holds, and intends to hold, Gibral-| 
tar. To keep the rock and everything it 
stands for is essential to Britain. France 
has always dangled before Spain the chance 
of some day recovering Gibraltar.

MILK FROM MALTESE GOATS. 


This and Meat Extract Are to Be the 
Articles of Diet During the 
Experiments, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, June 12.—Preparations are 
completed and next Monday will begin 
near this city a series of experiments with 
the problem of curing consumption, which 
will be watched closely not only by physi- 
clans all over this land, but by the medical 
fraternity of France as well. 

The cure is what is known as the zymol 
treatment, which has been successfully 
tested at the Institute Doceme, in Paris, 
under the direct auspices of the French 
government. 

Local experiments will be made under the 
direction of Dr. E. V. Helfferich. He has 
established a cottage and grounds on the 
heights beyond Union bridge, near Lin- 


wood. All the preparations made were 
after consultation with French medical au- 
thdrities and based on suggested improve- 
ments upon their experiments, 

These tests for the cure of consumption 
promise to be the most elaborate ana ex- 
haustive ever made, and this is the first 
time the zymol treatment has ever been 
tried tn this country. 

The zymol treatment consists In feeding 
atients on plasma (or extract) of muscu- 
ar tiseue of raw meat. This meat will be 
fresh beef direct from the abattoir. The 
juices of this raw meat are administered to 
the patient every four hours. Four pounds 
of heef are thus corsumed bv each patient 
a day. It has already been discovered that 
under the zymol treatment the tuberculosis 
microbe cannot live. 

The cottage has been bullt especially for 
these exneriments, and consists of four 
rooms With partitions extending only part 
of the wav to the roof. so as to permit of 
free circulation of air. The building has nw 
ceilings. From an fron pipe extending alon 
under the roof the patients’ rooms an 
contents are epraved dativ with the oll of 
pine. No paint, paper or curtains are per- 
mitted to be in the cottage. the interior of 
which is varnished with antiseptic varnish 
every week All of the bedclothes are fu- 
migated daily with formaldehyde. This lat- 
ter operation completes the sterilization of 
the apartments 

The roome will be 14 by 15 feet, ané@ two 
patients will be quartered in each room 
Each patient will carry a rubber pouch and 
paper napkin for the reception of saliva 
and. bronchial refuse. The napkine are 
throwr into an tron receptacle and are 
burned each day. The building fs 8735 feet 
above the Littl Mtam! and 100) feet ahove 
the sea level. This ts the hetght recom. 
mended by the best authorities as the alti- 
tude at which this disease is best con- 
trolled. 

The patients will drink goats’ milk onby. 
which will be taken from 27 finely bred 
goats imported from the island of Malta. 
Fach patient will drink from one and a ha’f 
to two quarts of this milk a day. Goats’ 
mitk will be used. as it Is declared entirely 
free from tuberculosis. and ts aleo eastiy 
digested. The milk of this species of goat 
is odorless. ard eannot he distinguished 
from fine Jersey cream by the taste.

HE MINGLED WITH COMPATRIOTS 
FOR SEVEN WEEKS. 


MANY OF THEM ARE ALARMED 


The Disease Was in an Advanced Stage 
and Chicago Chinese Fear Pos- 
sible Infection. 


CHICAGO, June 14.—Leprosy in an ad- 
vanced stage has been discovered in China- 
town. The greatest alarm exists among 
the Celestials. The victim, who came to 
Chicago from British Columbia April 1, 
disappeared two days ago, and physicians 


| who were observing the case have been told 


that the leper’s countrymen sent him out 
of the city, probably East. 
Hnudregg of Chinamen came in contact 


with the leper auring his stay in the city. 
‘To add to the danger the Chinaman was 
empioyed in several laundries, although he 
was not permited to stay long in one piace, 

as the disease was so far advanced that the 
man could perform oniy the simplest tasks,

His Condition 
Is Deplorable. 
The affliction extended gradually and two 
years ago it became much worse. A year 


ago the Chinaman emigrated to British 
Columbia, but, being unable to get work 
there on acount of his condition, he came 
to Chicago a l and was cared for by 
a number of his countrymen, who were un&a- 
ware of his condition. When he reached 
Chicago he had lost all sensation in his 
feet and his face was covered with the ugly 
discolorations characteristic of leprosy. 
When he went to the hospital clinic for 
treatment the case was at once pronounced 
spotted lenrosy. 

The visible indications of the disease 
showed that the likelihood of infection was 
great on account of its advanced stage. 
Hundreds who came in daily contact with 
the Chinaman during his stay in Chicago 
may have been Infected. The disease is said 
to highly contagious, although slow to 
show itself, but, once contracted, is incur- 
able.

THIS LED TO DISCOVERY OF AM- 
ERICAN BORAX FIELD. 


WOMANS FEATURES PRESERVED 


Scientists in Party Understood and 
Soon Great California and Ne- 
vada Mines Were Opened. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 12.—The only 
part of the United States tn which borax is 
produced is California and Nevada. In 
these two states more than one-fourth of 
the world’s production of this article is ob- 


tained. 

It is used In great quantities in the pres- 
ervation of meat and silk, and many per- 
sons use it for the preservation of their 
complexions. The Sevres porcelain, as 
well as the commoner tableware, cortains 
borax. Doorknobs and hats and calico 
dresses derive their polish from its use. 

Most of the borax that is found in Call- 
fornia comes from the southeastern part 
of that state, being mined in the region 


known as Death Valley, which is not a val- 
ley in any sense, except that it is surround- 
ed by mountains. It is, in fact, a desert. 

A strange story is told of the manner in 
which borax was discovered in this valley 
of death. avers pee ose ag omen 
assing across the valley foun 
fine on the sand. She had died in this 
desert, and, strange to say, her body had 
been preserved. 

Even the features of the face were recog- 
nizable, and she was identified as one of 
a party of emigrants who had gone in.o 
the vailey several years before. The scien- 
tific men in the camp to which the pros- 
pectors belonged readily ascribed the pres- 
ervation of the flesh to the action of 
borax, and soon mines of the precious 
product were in operation. 

Borax in California anpeare in depres- 
sions, which are technifealiy known as 
marshes. There are no outlets to these de- 
pressions, and the sides are barren moun- 
tains. The bottoms are cover with de- 
posits which — dirty snow aud 
which vary in depth. 

Most seclogists ere of the opinion that 
these marshes are the bottoms of preh s- 
toric lakes. In some of them a foot or more 
of water stands during the rainy season, 
but most or them have long been dried up. 

In Death Valley borate if ime commonly 
appears in the form of a ball. Some are as 
large as pumpkins, and others as small as 
in heads. Usually these balls are found 
n tough clay around the edges of —~ 
marshes, but they are sometimes in san 


s as well. 
be hen these balls are broken they show a 
beautiful white, crystaliine interior. When 
exposed to the air they become dull gray

MARRIAGE WAS KEPT SECRET 


Bride’s Mother Finally Learned of It 
and Demanded Another Ceremony 
by a Minister.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 12.—A romantic 
courtship, which had its sequel in a mar- 


riage in this city three years ago, has been 
recalled by the kidnaping and arrest of 
Col. John F. Gaynor in Quebec. 

For many years Col, Gaynor, who is a 
native New Yorker, lived at the Shoreham 
hotel in Washington. At this hostelry Miss 
Annie L. Pitney, 28 years old, a strikingly 
handsome young woman, had an offige in 
which she acted in the capacity of stenog- 
rapher to such of the guests as desired her 
services. At that time Col. Gaynor had 
many business interests, and his corre- 
spondence demanded considerable of Miss 
Pitney’s time. 

The daily business relations between the 
co'one!l and his fair stenographer finally 
caused a warm friendship to grow between 
the two, which about three years ago 
ripened into mutual love. and Col. Gaynor 
requested the hand of Miss Pitney in mar- 
riage. He was accepted, ang the couple 
planned a trip to Rockville. Md., where 
they were married.
